The following information was obtained from •-. confidential records in 
the Department of State. Samuel KLaus was born August 29, 1901*, at Brooklyn, 
New York.

From 192$ until 1928 Klaus served as an assistant lecturer in law 
at that university. During 1928 Klaus was employed with the law firm of 
Sapiro Aranon of New York City. Between 1928' and 1931* Klaus was employed by 
the law firm of Chadbourne, Wallace, Burke and Yfoitesitje of New York City. ~^^ 
On June 26, 1935, :Klaus entered on duty with the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment under the National Banking Emergency Act with a temporary appointment as 
an attorney in the office of the General Counsel. By extension of this 
appointment he served continously in that position until August 16, 19lt0, 
when he was appointed as. .Principal Attorney at an annual salary of $7£00.
